Good Afternoon Everyone, 

I wanted to first thank everyone for their continued efforts in this process that is both difficult and sensitive. I 
am happy to report that we are once again seeing families return to the park. Our collaborative meeting took 
place on January 3, 2018, where Councilman O'Farrell, Dan Halden, several community resource 
organizations, LAPD, RAP maintenance, Rangers, RAP Central District Supervisor and myself (Director at 
Hollywood RC) were in attendance. We have all carried out the vision both CD 13 and Rec and Parks share; 
the need to give this facility back to the deserving people of its community. 

Since then, LAPD and RAP Rangers have enforced several penal codes such as 647(e) PC No Camping and 
63.44 B-26 LAMC. 

Both enforcement entities have shared the responsibility of having the tents come down at 6am. Within two 
days, several encampments packed up and left. No parking signs on Cole Ave have gone up which prevents 
parking from 9pm-7am. That side of the street usually has vehicles owned by homeless. Some sleep in their 
vehicles or keep them next to their tent. This new enforcement has pushed those individuals to find other 
locations to park and thus taking their tents and bedding with them. 

RAP is currently working on fabricating signs that enforce 647(e) which prevents any individual from camping 
or lodging without permission. I have spoken to our lead Ranger Albert Torres who has informed me that the 
permanent signs should be ready soon. 

LAPD is to identify individuals who are continuing to break the law and are deserving of stay away orders. 
According to Senior lead officer Corona, certain individuals have been identified and he will communicate with 
the district attorney so that the process may begin. 

I am currently working with RAP maintenance, Dan Halden and city contractors to identify the best possible 
and least costly solution to a higher fence and new cameras around the facility. We are taking into account 
the facility may be rebuilt soon, we must therefore consider that the fence will work with the new facility and 
the camera system can be reused. Jimmy Newsom (Sr. Management Analyst) is assisting me with getting

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plans and pricing for these two items. Per CD13's request, we will work with them and provide quotes for this 
project as they have gracefully agreed to pay for the upgrades. I am setting up a meeting with Dan Halden, 
Anthony/Jose (RAP maintenance) and Jimmy Newsom to discuss the project and all viable options. 

RAP Rangers posted and cleaned up the perimeter of the park today. Please look at the attached pictures. 

We push for my facility to stay free of encampments and though it will be a difficult road it's one worth going 
down. 

Once again thank you all. I will continue to coordinate and update everyone on my efforts with all 
departments as well together provide a safe environment for our community at Hollywood RC.
